Danger of additioral explosions pre- 
vented those who escaped injury from 
{approaching the wreck, and it was not 
until late in the evening that the num 
ber of dead and injured was known. 

Charles Birmingham, Jr., — 
tendent of the plant, took charge of 
the men immediately after the explo- 
sion. Birmingham led the army of 
dynamiters who fought the great San 
Francisco fire, and today was equa! 
to the emergency. An armed guard 
was thrown. around the powder works, 
and no one was allowed to get within 
the danger line. A fire-fighting. brigade 
Was organized and in the face of haz- 
ards that might have meant death for 
Birmingham, or any of his brave men, 
the flames were fought down and most 
of the plant, not torn to tatters by the 
terrific explosion, was saved. 

Four white men were injured by fly- 
ing timbers and later taken to the Lane 
— Francisco by special 
rain. 


Mrs. Birmingham, wife of the super- 
intendent, cared for the injured and 
was the heroine of the wreck. The in- 
jured girls were cared for at the com- 
pany hospital on the grounds. 

EXCITEMENT ELSEWHERE. 

As far away as Berkeley and Oak- 
land the shock of the explosion caused 
intense excitement, People rushed 
from the houses and places of business, 
thinking another earthquake had come. 
It was not long. however, before the 
real cause of the concussion was 
known. 

A great pillar of smoke rising hun- 
dreds of feet in the air and plainly 
visible from the tops of tall buildings, 
told that another of the powder plants 
of San Pablo Bay had gone up, claim- 
ing its toll of death. 

The Hercules plant is owned by the 
Du Pont-De Nemours Powder Trust 
and is used for the manufacturé of 
black powder of high explosive power. 
The loss to the company, due to 8 
accident, is placed at about $100,000 

As is usual in such cases no definite 
cause for the accident can be given. 
Those who could tell the tale. were 
blown to atoms: 

Birmingham says the explosion is the 
most serious in eighteen years. 

WOMEN INJURED. 

Miss Mary Brazel, employed in pack- 
ing-house No. 2, half a mile from the 
scene of the explosion, was the most 
seriously injured of the twelve women 
and girls in the house.

PROGRESS IN 
ARCHIPELAGO. 


Vast Works of Improvement 


Are Under Way. 


War Scare Is Mischievous, 
Says Manila Visitor. 


Eulogizes Taft, the Man of 
the Square Deal.”

WAR TALK DETRIMENTAL.

It is to the advantage of 
the Japanese, commercially and pene 
ically, to cultivate American f 
ship rather than engender hostile feel- 
ing. This is pretty generally realized 
by all except the jingo element in Ja- 
pan. Apparently the principal support 
of the war scare rumors is found in the 
heavy naval and military budget pre- 
pared Japanese government, 
and in the large war preparations 
which are being made.” 

TAFT’S GREAT WORK. 


Mr. Taft's great work in the Philip- 
pines and the vast service he rendered 
this country in his recent visit to Euro- 
pean courts were commented upon by 
Mr. McDonze!l, who accompanied the 
War Secretary on his trip from Manila 
across Siberia and Russia to Germary 
and thence to New York. He re- 
marked: 

“Mr. Taft's genial presence and at- 
tractive personality were of great ef- 
fect in his long trip across Asia, Russia, 


and Germany and the Russians freely |, 


commented on the fact that his visit 
was of vast impo in reviving and 
cementing the traditional friendship ex- 
isting betweer, Russia and the United 
States, which was so sorely straineJ 
during the recent war with Japan. 
Russian papers heralded him as the 
strong man of Washington and 4a 
statesman of international reputation. 
Those critics of Mr. Taft who are fond 
of referring to him us merely the

“Of course the Assembly, the latest 
great step in the experiment of self- 
government, could have been inaugu- 
rated without the big secretary, but 
his presence and activity insured a suc- 
cese which could not have materialized 
without him He took firm hold of the 
several Filipino political factions and 
injected some commonsense ideas which 
removed many obstructions to govern- 
mental progress end resulted in har- 
mony for a while at least, and a general 
desire to have a square trial at real 
legislative labor He mixed well with 
the business nen end got at the actual 
commercial conditions through frequent 
and plain-spoken conferences with 
representative merchafits of all nation- 
alities. No one knows the Philippine 
Islands as well and intimately as he 
does. The secretary had time to hear 
almost all who had opinions of value 
and he is exceedingly well posted on 
the needs ani desires of business men, 
especially corcerning legislation in the 
Philippines and in Congress.

The question of the interpretation of 
the decree made in the case of the New 
Liverpool Salt Company against the 
California Development Company prob- 
ably will be decided today in the 
United States Circuit Court. Although 
appeal has been taken by the defend- 
ant to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
several minor points have been un- 
decided. During the last four days, at- 
torneys for the litigants have argued 
on the decree and injunction. 

Ube point raised by the defense was 
that a material error describing the 

Property of the plaintiff rendered the 
Injunction inoperative. Another ques- 
tion to be settied relates to what con- 
Stitutes the. substantial need of the 
users of water in the Imperial Valley.” 

The injunction restrains the defend- 
ant from diverting more water from 
the Colorado River than is needed for 
the substantial needs of the settlers. 
It is forbidden from turning the waste 
Water into the Salton sink. Although 
subordinate to the main issue, it is be- 
lieved these questions will have an im- 
pertant bearing upon the contempt 
cases against the officials of the De- 
velopment Company, charged with 
disregarding the terms of the restrain- 
ing order.

In her will 
she named him as sole heir to an es- 
tate which is in the hands of an ad- 
ministrator. 

Allen has 101 days yet to serve.

A photograph, entitled “In the 
Swim,” which Was used in the San 
Pedro. Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Rallroad Company's literature during 
1904 and 1905. was the cause of a suit 
to recover $500 in cash, $58 in rallroad 
transportation, and the abrogation of 
ah agreement to furnish $442 more 
transportation, which the corporation 
brought against Mr. and Mrs. G. C. 
Hovey, in Judge Hutton's court yes- 


Railroad officials testified that short- 
ly after the photograph was used in 
their publications, the Hoveys notified 
them that they had a copyright on the 
picture, and threatened to institute a 
suit unless a settlement was made. 
Finally, in May. 1906, after considera- 
ble dickering, the railroad paid the 
Hoveys $500 In cash and $500 in trans- 
portation. 

Then the company found, it was as- 
verted, that the photograph had been 
printed and sald to the public before 
it was deposited with the Librarian of 
Congress, so that it was not really 
copyrighted at all. Therefore the rail- 
road is trying to get back its money. 

The Hoveys deny that they ever 
threatened the company in order to se- 
cure a settlement, or that they sold the 
picture to the public before securing 
the copyright. They assert that the 
bargain was proper in every way.

4 MTlittle later she 
moved again, and then began sult 
for a divorce, which was granted her. 
She placed the children, the boy in the 
Catholic Orphanage, and the girl in 
the Bethany Home.

Mr. Schilb stated that at the end 
of the year his wife returned and 
wanted to see Mildred. Finally he 
took her from the home, and they 
all went out driving together.

The Little Florence lease, operating 
ground ot the Florence Mining Com- 
pany, at Goldfield, declared a divi- 
dend of $30,000 on February 5, and 
the dividend checks have just been re- 
ceived by lucky stockholders in this 
city. Another dividend of $70,000 will 
be paid on the last day of the month, 
when the total disbursements of this 
phenomenally successful lease will be 
brought up to the respectable total 
of $600,000. 


constitutes one of the most romantic 
chapters in the mining history of the 
State of Nevada. Pay ore was found 
last May. and since that time the 
amount of dividends mentioned above 
has been disbursed. It must be re- 
membered, too, that the work of de- 
velopment and shipments has been 
seriously hindered by the labor trou- 
bles in the camp, and that the record 
would have been a great deal better 
but for these unfortunate conditions. 

Since the resumption of work at 
Goldfield, an accumulation of 2000 tons 
of high-grade ore has been sent for- 
ward to Denver smelters, and the 
amount derived from this source has 
yet to be accounted for.

Work was resumed on the property 
on Tuesday last and every effort will 
be made to swell the profits during the 
remaining sixty-nine days of the life 
cf the lease. A crew of seventy men 
has been imported from the Utah min- 
ing fields, and it is expected that re- 
sults in the next few weeks will con- 
stitute a record in Goldfield. At the 
lowest calculation, it is believed that 
the company will be able to place 
$250,000 more to its credit before the 
ground reverts to the Florence com- 
pany. | 


Nevada-Utah Meeting. 

The Nevada-Utah Mines and Smel- 
ters, owning property at Pioche, Nev., 
and at Bingham Cafion, Utah, recent- 
ly held its annual meeting at Port- 
land, Me. It was announced that im- 
portant negotiations were pending, 
and that results of great interest to 
stockholders would be forthcoming 
within the next ninety days. These 
negotiations probably refer to the ef- 
forts of Tom Lawson to effect a large 
consolidation upon which he is said to 
have been working for the past few 
months. At that time it was said that 
the merger would include Arizona Con- 
solidated, owning mines and smelter 
at Humboldt, Ariz.: the Nevada-Utan 
and the Trinity and Balaklala proper- 
ties in Shasta county.

Death Valley Gold Strike. 

From sources which are considered 
reliable, it is learned that a very 
important strike of high-grade gold 
ore was recently made on the Rusty 
Pick, a property owned by Hayes and 
Pusch, situate eighteen miles from 
the Amargosa borax works, on the 
Tonopah and Tidewater Railroad, and 
on the southern portion of the Funeral 
Range.

The prop- 
erty lays in what is known as the 
Gold Valley district, where several 
good strikes have been made by pros- 
pectors who were forced out into the 
surrounding country after the col- 
lapse of the Greenwater boom.

GET-TOGETHER POLICY. 

The great business of this year for America 
is the election of the right man for President. On 
this everything hinges. 

In four months the Republican convention will be 
a matter of history, and unless something no seer’s 
eye can catch takes place, William H. Taft's name 
will head the ticket.

In five months the Democratic convention will 
have come and gone. All signs seem to point to 
William J. Bryan, the “also- the “Peerless,” 
as braving fate for the third as the Democratic 
standard-bearer. 

The ways of these two leading candidates are in- 
structive. Mr. Taft, in a spirit of generosity, is leav- 
ing the people in the various States perfectly free 
to follow their own judgment and sentiments in ex- 
pressing their preference for a leader in the Repub- 
lican party. Mr. Bryan comes into the center of the 
stage where the calcium blaze is brightest and with 
much grandiloquent declamation accompanied by 
due braying of trumpets says he is willing to make 
the race if his party wishes it so, and willing to 
stand aside if they prefer another.

The country will be well ac- 
quainted with the personality of the two leaders; 
the result will turn to a large extent on principles. 
Mr. Bryan will turn his back squarely on all past 
Democratic and Popultstie policies and will have 
constructed at Denver a platform which in its sa- 
lient features will be the very “counterfeit present- 
ment” of that made at Chicago to carry Secretary 
Taft through the campaign. The Republican plat- 
‘form will commend, without reserve, the Roosevelt 
administration and pledge the party to go on with 
the Roosevelt work. Mr. Bryan sees this and is 
shouting that President Roosevelt stole his whole 
political wardrobe while he was off being made a 
Datto in the Sulu Islands. Finances will hardly be 
touched upon in the Democratic platform. Free 
trade will find no place in the Democratic declara- 
tion of principles. The party views will be veiled 
under phrases such as “tariff reform,” “tariff re- 
vision” and other expressions so near like the Chi- 
cago platform as to “deceive, if it were possible, 
the very elect.” The enforcing of the anti-monopoly 
laws will be called for in words that will echo like 
“sounding brass and tinkling cymbals.” 

The Democratic party will go into the fight of 
1908 much less split than in any of the three pre- 
vious campaigns. You hear scores of old-time Dem- 
ocrats who voted against Bryan twice state that | 
they are ready to support him now in his “riper 
years and mellow wisdom.” These Democrats are 
firm supporters of Mr. Roosevelt, but point to the 
fact that Mr. Bryan is walking nearly all the time 
in the tracks made by the President. 

These things are significant of much. To Repub- 
licans they mean that this campaign is to be no 
walk-over for the party. It is foreseen by the 
shrewdest leaders that the imperative duty of the 
hour is to present a solid front to the foe. It may 
be that a perfectly united party will be necessary to 
wrest victory out of the conflict. In 1896 the party 
was massed on almost a solid phalanx, determined 
on winning. The insignificant defection of “silver” 
men in all but one or two States was made up sev- 
eral times over by the adherence to our cause of a 
multitude of sound-money Democrats. In 1900 the 
party was still more united and the Democrats were 
still split. In 1904 Mr. Roosevelt received an 
enormous Democratic vote and all the strength of 
his party. 

The United States is Republican. There is scarce- 
ly a Democratic State in the North, and several bor- 
der States are on a razor-edge balance, easily thrown 
one way or the other. With a united party the Re- 
publican hosts are sure to march to victory in all 
but the few Southern States where the “negro ques- 
tion” dominates all others. If by any unimaginable 
chance the party should lose control of the Federal 
government, that unhappy result will lie at the door 
of those who for any reason create serious dissen- 
sion in the ranks. \ 

Any discord produced must be over nonessentials, 
over side-issues, over details. The anti-trfst laws 
were passed by Republican votes, were never en- 
forced excepting by a Republican administration, are 
earnestly upheld by Republicans generally. The 
President says they need amending and cannot be 
fully enforced as they are without serious injury 
to many honest interests. The party goes with Mr. 
Roosevelt in this too. The Republican party under- 
stands tariff principles too well not to know that 
revision must come from time to time. There is 
some difference of opinion as to whether this should 
be done now, but if a majority of the party is for 
such a course it will appear in the conven‘ion and 
be part of the platform. The minority will acqui- 
esce as is usually the case in our party.“ 

The duty of the hour is clear. The effort of all 
true and wise Republicans will be for peace within 
the party. “Get together,” should be the slogan 
from the woods of Maine to the big timber of Cal- 
ifornia. Great party principles are the things at 
stake, and over them there is no room for factionat 
squabbles. The only speck of danger, if it arises, 
will be from a few noisy, self-asserting Populists, 
disgruntied “new-lights” mostly read out of the 
| Democratic party because of pestiferous activity 
for sinister purposes. As raw recruits their place 
among us should be in the rear ranks. 


NHUMAN AND UNJUST PUNISHM ENTS. 
The morning papers one day this week noted 

the sentence of a young fellow to jail for a period 
of twenty days. He was a stranger, and inquiry 
seems to establish the fact that he was neither 
a criminal nor criminally inclined. 
‘According to the story told at the trial these are 
the facts. The boy had just come into the city on 
a train and was hungry. He was poor to the ex- 
treme degree of having but one dime between him 
and starvation. He selected a Chinese restaurant 
as the place where his few cents would go farthest 
and ordered a bowl of soup marked 5 cents on the 
card. Not satisfied, he ordered a second bowl of 
soup and tendered apparently in good faith his 
total wealth, the dime, in payment. He says he 
was ignorant of the fact that soup costs 10 cents 
if ordered alone. The Chinaman called a policeman, 
who hustled the poor fellow to jail, and in due time 
before a justice of the peace, where the sentence 
noted was imposed. There is no contradiction of 
the boy’s story. : 
Looking at the facts as they are set forth, we do 
not hesitate to say that the punishment was so far 
beyond the gravity of the offense as to be inhuman. 
It is grossly unjust and will tend to Kindle in this 
boy’s breast bitter fires of rage against society.

unjust. In jail he feels his humiliation. He comes 
in contact with men of all degress of criminality. 
They all tell him his case is like theirs. In his re- 
sentment he easily believes it, comes out of jail, 
meets his fellow prisoners on the street, learns that 
a man once in jail will not be trusted. He is with- 
out a cent, hungry, unable to find work. Now if he 
becomes a thief and goes on into a course of con- 
firmed criminality is he not rather to be pitied than 
blamed? 
This ts no isolated case. Often our courts err in 
imposing excessive punishment on men who are con- 
victed of some of the lesser crimes. If the respond- 
ent has been convicted before, perh-ps often, then 
a severe sentence fs not out of the way. But if, 
when it is a first offense, the theft of property of 
less value than $50 sometimes is punished with a 
sentence of several years in the penitentiary, that is 
monstrous severity. 

A mania for condign punishment has seized upon 
the minds of so large a portion of the people that 


fs popularly to convict him. No matter how in- 
significant the offense, the heavier the sentence the 
more loudly it is applauded. The man who never 
was in court before is looked upon as a dyed-in-the- 
wool criminal. No account is to be taken of any 
extenuating circumstances. The cry of the rabble 
at Jerusalem 2000 years ago is raised again, and you 
hear the mob shouting, “Away with him!” “Cru- 
cify him!” 3 

Public opinion, in the last analysis, is law. But 
decisions by courts are too often in response to 
temporary clamor. Whenever popular opinion is 
the outgrowth of ignorance, prejudice or animosity, 
judges should be the last to allow it to reach their 
minds.

The humblest has his rights. Yes, the alleged crim- 
inal has his rights, which the just sense of society 
has thrown many safeguards around.

ue and which take up time that should be devoted 
to governmental affairs. lu this country the 
speeches of the rank and file are “taken as read,” and 


though they appear in the Congressional Record, 


the House of Representatives has not been obliged 
to yawn over their delivery and the time they would 
have taken is profitably diverted to advancing leg- 
islation. 

There are some people who insist, in season and 
out of season, that the British method is the better, 
even if it does involve listening to the bores. They 
cannot deny, however, that it is a loss to the coun- 
try. For proof we have only to point to the fact 
that it is now nearly four months since the 
Canadian House of Parliathent were called togeth- 
er, but apart from the passage of a special supply 
bill to provide for the shortage of seed in the 
prairie regions, the Opposition has not permitted a 
single item of government legislation to\pass. The 
only measures which have received f assent 
are five noncontentious railway bills. 

Early in the session the Opposition declared that 
it would “hold up” business because it was dissat- 
isfied with actions of the Laurier government—who 
ever knew an opposition to be satisfied?—and it has 
made good that promise. A deliberate policy of 
obstruction—obstruction which is a fine art—has 
been adopted whose like has hever been known in 
the previous history of the Canadian Parliament.
